other less pretentious cabins, etc.

A state legislative commission, 


including two Dixon representa- 
tivei, C. K. Wlllett, Dixon, and 
Hubert Considine, are studying 
the liklihood of the state taking 
over the canal system. Also at- 
tending Friday's session were 
Mayor William Slothower, Dixon, 
and Sen. Dennis Collins, DeKalb. 
All were quoted as being In favor 
of state control of the areas in- 
volved. 
The reason for the federal gov- 


ernment's plan to abandon , the 
j6»naL,i« simple: It is no longer 
feasible to maintain the canal for 
navigation. In plain terms, it Is a 
"white elephant." 


Dr. Glenn Pohly, Rock Falls, 


summed up the case for Sterling 
and Rock Falls when he stated: 
"Draining oi the lake would 
make Sterling and Rock Falls a 
horrible place In which to live."

Two sources, quoted by the Ga- 


zette, set up the cost of converting 
the canal into a recreation area 
like this: 


"Rep. 
Orville Chapman, who 


presided over the meeting, quoted 
a spokesman of the U.S. Engineers 
as saying the cost of returning the 
canal to its original state would be 
approximately $10 million." 


"Glenn Palmer, state conser- 


vation director, and a member of 
the commission (studying the 
plan) told the audience that the 
cost of saving the canal and 
turning it into a public play- 
ground would also cost about $10 
million."

That makes it unclear whether 


the cost will be $10 or $20 million, 
but nevertheless it's a sizable sum 
whichever way you determine it. 
The plan, however, has as a saving 
factor the announced purpose of 
maintaining the area through some 
fee system, such as an increase in 
fishing licenses, etc. It was reveal- 
ed at the meeting by Rep. George 
Brydia, Prophetstown, 
that the 


project wouldn't cost the taxpayers 
"one red cent."

under the impact of new Korean 
peace proposals.

Losses of 1 to around 3 points 


were frequent in the list. Gainers 
were small and isolated. 


Volume stepped up sharply to 


an estimated 2,700,000 shares. That 
is one of the heaviest days in the 
past 17 months. 
Friday's total 


came to 1,6-10,000 shares. 


Selling entered the market im- 


mediately on the opening with 
blocks as large as 10,000 shares 
on the tape. Aircrafts were espe- 
cially hard hit, and also lower 
were steels, motors, railroa««, cop- 
pers, oils, rubbers, chemicals, mo- 
tion pictures, radio-televisions, and 
utilities, together with virtually all 
companies heavily engaged in war 
work.

Reds Tell POW-Swap Plan; 
Peace Seen If It's Sincere 


Propose Arbiter for Prisoners 
Who Do Not Want Repatriation 


By JOHN RANDOLPH 


TOKYO UP)—Red China Premier Chou En-Lai tonight 


offered a compromise solution to the knotty problem of re- 
patriating Korean war prisoners—the only issue blocking an 
armistice agreement. 


It was the first break in the 


Reds' previously unyielding de- 
mands that all prisoners be re- 
turned. 


.Neutral Arbiter 


Chou proposed that both sides 


return those prisoners who insist 
on going home and hand over the 
others to a neutral state "to in- 
sure a just solution to the question 
of their repatriation." 


He did not propose a neutral 


state by name, presumably leav- 
ing that question to'be decided at 
the armistice site of Panmunjom . 


The United Nations walked away 


from Panmunjom last fall after 
telling the Reds to accept the prin- 
ciple of giving prisoners their 
choice of returning home—or come 
up with an acceptable solution. 


Chou's offer — similar to plans 


advanced in the United Nations 
Assembly—came in a broadcast, 
heard here, over the Communist 
Peiping radio. 


Clark Considering 


A spokesman for Gen. Mark 


Clark, U. N. Far East command- 
er ,said "We are not selling the 
statement' short but so far it is 
just a Communist radio broad- 
cast." 


The spokesman said as far as he 


knew no formal communication 
from Chou had been received. 


Some Allied officers said private- 


ly and unofficially that the pro- 
posal, if it meant what it seems, 
might end the Korean War. But 
they had their fingers crossed and 
there was a feeling of super cau- 
tion among the command. 


The Reds nad made an earlier 


overture Saturday, accepting a 
Feb. 22 U. N. proposal for ex- 
change of sick and wounded war 
prisoners and asking that the truce 
talks be resumed. The U. N. has 
not yet answered the Saturday pro- 
posal. 


"Time Is Klpc" 


Chou preceded his proposal with 


a lengthy review of the armistice 
negotiations which started in July, 
1951, and finally broke up last Oct. 
8. 


He said the lime is ripe for set- 


ting the POW question and end- 
ing the fighting in Korea. 


Chou's plan is similar to the In- 


dian proposal before the United Na- 
.ions which Chou once coldly re- 
iected. 


It also resembled a plan ad- 


vanced by Allied negotiators at 
Panmunjom last year. 


Grain Prices 
Fall as Wai- 
News Brightens

Even those who felt peace in Ko- 
rea might not have a long term 
bearish influence on prices, ac- 
knowledged that nervous selling 
could be expected on moves to at- 
tain peace.

It It Time to End Taxes 
On Taxes, Says President 


WASHINGTON tf)—President Eisenhower, saying "It is time to re 


lieve the people of the need to pay taxes on taxes," asked congress 
today to set up a commission to finu ways of achieving sounder relations 
between the federal, state and local governments. 


In a special message to the law- 


makers, the President said the 
commission should concentrate on 
a study of federal granls-in-aid to 
the states and the problems of 
finance and* federal-state relations 
involved in such grants, 


Eisenhower's message said the 


present division of activities be- 
tween federal and state govern- 
ments "is the product of more 
than a century and a half of piece- 


which In recent decades has "pro- 
ceeded at a speed defying order 
and efficiency. 


"This has tended to blur the re- 


sponsibilities of local government," 
he continued, "it has led to dupli- 
cation and waste, it Is time to re- 
lieve the people of the need to 
pay taxes on taxes."

(Ohio) and House Speaker Martin 
(R-Mass) said there has been no 
determination yet on the amount of 
the cut, but that there definitely 
will -be a reduction from the 1\k 
billion dollars proposed by the Tru- 
man administration for foreign aid 
in the fiscal year beginning next 
July l. 


Meet Newsmen 


Taft and Martin held a news con- 


ference immediately after their 
weekly meeting with Eisenhower. 


Taft said Mutual Security Direc- 


tor Harold E. Stassen is having a 
study made to find out whether 
10 billion dollars in foreign aid 
carry-over funds can be cut. 


Stassen sal in with the congres- 


sional lenders at their conference 
with Kisenhower. 


Tuft and Martin also announced: 
The President will sign later this 


week an executive order to strip 
civil service protection from sev- 
eral hundred fe.fle.wl government 
policy-making "officials appointed 


by Democratic administrations. 


Taft also announced that after 


the Senate completes debate on 
the submerged lands measure it 
will take up a bill to extend the 
Defense Production Act, scheduled 
to expire May 1.

In his message prepared for, a 


joint legislative session, the gover-; 
nor said he had adopted a policy of 
"holding the line" on administra- 
tive expenses. 


Hold Line 


"We felt "that unless a new func- 


tion had been added, no depart- 
ment should exceed this present 
biennial appropriation," he told the 
legislators, who will decide on final 
amounts of state spending. 


"A policy was followed too," he 


added, "of levelling off payroll 
costs by removing unnecessary 
jobs and holding salaries at pres- 
ent rates." 


Stratton said the budget is bal- 


anced, but that while expenses are 
being held to income, "much more 
can and should be done." 


"Tolerance of wasteful and out- 


moded practices, as well as callous 
disregard of the taxpayers plight' 
are far too prevalent today -among 
too many people, both on the pub- 
lic payroll and others doing busi- 
ness with the state," he declared. 


"As I see it, we must continue 


vigorously a program on the legis- 
lative and administrative fronts to 
streamline and modernize our gov- 
ernmental operations."

More Education Aid ""'' 


In addition to highways, Stratton 


recommended increases in state 
aid to public grade and high 
schools, and for state college and 
university operations. 


For the state welfare depart- 


ment, which runs the mental hos- 
pitals, he put down $115,754,000. Al- 
though this represents a $1,335,000 
decrease, Stratton said the state 
will be able to maintain its institu- 
tions "at high level." 


The Illinois Public Aid commis- 


sion, which handles old age pen- 
sions, general relief, child aid and 
other assistance programs, will get 
$274,655,000—about the same as it 
will lay out during the current 
budget period. 


Of the budget total. $1,306,006.290 


is expected from stain sources, 
without any new or additional tax- 
es, and $242,391,000 from the fed- 
eral government.

The Doctor Says: 


Big Majority Recover From 
New Illness Found in Korea 


By EDWIN P.^VJORDON, M. D. 


A good many people have been 


disturbed and puzzled by reports 
In the newspapers or through the 
grapevine of a new and mysterious 
disease which broke out among 
United Nations and United States 
personnel in Korea about the mid- 
dle of 1951. 


It is now possible to discuss 


some features of this illness, since 
reports on it have begun to appear 
in the medical journals. 


The disease is now known as 


epidemic hemorrhaglc fever. It 
was first studied 'by the Japanese 
more than 10 years ago, and so far 
'as anyone knows, it is not likely 
to constitute a danger to residents 
of the North American continent. 


The symptoms are said to in- 


volve three stages: First is inva- 
sion, in which the victim becomes 
suddenly acutely ill with chills 
and fever, headache, backache and 
general muscular aching. After a 
short time the toxic stage begins. 
The patient is likely to feel worse 
and severe vomiting ia not un- 
usual. At this time the urine is 
likely to show blood and albumin. 
The final stage is convalescence, 
and this lasts from three to six 
weeks. 


Ninety-three out of 100 stricken 


by epidemic hemorrhagic fever re- 
cover. In those who recover there 
do not seem to be any lasting ef- 
fects nor have there been any sec- 
ond attacks. 


As is the case so often when a 


new disease develops, neither the 
cause nor the way in which it is 
spread are yet known. The indi- 
cations are that it is probably a 
virus or a rickettsia, both small 
living organisms less easy to iden- 
tify than ordinary germs. 


Also, as with many newly found 


diseases, a good specific treatment 
has yet to be discovered. The most- 
successful management, the medi- 
cal reports say, seems to be bed 
rest, good nursing care and meas- 
ures aimed at the relief of symp- 
toms. 


PROGRESS IS MADE 


Naturally, the appearance of epi- 


demic hemorrhagici fever in the 
combat zones of Korea produced 
intense activity on the part of those 
medically responsible. They set to 
work with the most commendable 
zeal and have already made long 
strides in the understanding of this 
disease, even though there is much 
still to learn. 


Parents, wives and others close 


to our men in Korea can feel that 
the chances are excellent that this 
disease will not strike. If it should, 
the chances for recovery are good, 
and finally, that everything which 
can be done is being done.

Mike McDermott to Move Over., Up for Last Two Years in V. S. Service 


•WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Michael James McDermott 


—white-haired, ruddy-faced, quiet, chuckling spokesman 
for the U. S. State Department for so many years that 
few people around Washington can remember when he 
wasn't—will probably be nominated by President Eisen- 
hower as U. S. ambassador to El Salvador in the near 
future. 


More people in diplomatic, press and radio circles 


know Mike McDermott than know where El Salvadore 
is. But for those who care about the latter, it's one of 
the smaller coffee and banana republics in Central Amer- 
ica, south of Guatamala and Honduras. 


In a way, Mike is being moved upstairs by Secretary 


of State John Foster Dulles to give his new assistant sec- 
retary, Carl W. McCardle, a freer hand in running pub- 
lic affairs. 


Making McDermott an ambassador is a kind of pro- 


motion, however, with more money and all that, for his 
last couple of years in Die State Department. He has 
two years more to serve before he can retire. 


Actually, McDermott has been an ambassador to 


the press of the world.

every big international conference over the past 35 years. 
Drawing on his rich experience, he has kept countless 
American officials from saying the wrong thing at the 
correct moment, and 80 served his country. 


He was an Army field clerk in World War I, and a

BLOODY BUDGET BATTLE 


The Battle of the Budget, is proving a lot tougher 


than Republican politicians thouguht it would be during 
the pre-election campaign. 


The $46 billion defense budget review has been com- 


pleted by the .three armed services, but it is now under- 
going review by Department of Defense. Budget Bureau 
officials ar* sitting in on this review at the Pentagon in 
an effort to save time. 
The Budget Bureau's own re- 


review may take another three or four weeks. 


If the Budget Bureau does its usual functional analy- 


sis—getting all public works projects in all departments 
put together—that will require three or four more weeks 
after the last review is in. This will probably be on the 
foreign aid program, which can't be ••UmaUd till after 


the next North Atlantic Treaty Organization Council meet- 
ing in Paris at tlie end of April. 


The functional breakdown may therefore have to be 


abandoned, leaving Congress to work on budgets by de- 
partments and bureaus, without knowing what the whole 
picture of government expense will be, in detail.

SAVINGS HERE AND THERE 


While President Eisenhower praised Secretary of 


Commerce Sinclair Weeks for estimating his billion-dol 
lar budget could be cut by 15 per cent, there is little 
real hope that much of a cut can be made across the 
board.

mate on tax revenues to be expected during the coming 
fiscal year. There may b« good news in this. As the 
forecasts of a recession in 1953 are being revised to 
predictions of continued boom through early 1954, the 
prospects for greater tax revenues become brighter. The 
prospects diminish, however, in proportion to tax cuts 
made by Congress. 


The natural tendency of 'the Treasury Department it 


to underestimate revenues and overestimate expenses. 
Former Secretary of Treasury John Snyder said that 
of the 11 estimates made under his supervision, six were 
low and five were high. His 1953 estimate of $68 billion 
tax receipts under existing law was based on a total 
U. S. personal income of $275 billion. Personal Income 
ia now running at a rate of over $290 billion. 


This 5 per cent increase in personal income—If main- 


tained throughout the year—would yield an additional 
$3.4 billion revenues at present tax rates. It would make 
bddfet balancing Uut much easier.

Large School Grant 


One of the large expenses is 


$124,438,000 in state grants to 
schools. This is up $15,600,000 from 
the present figure and will guaran- 
tee a basic level of $173 a pupil, 
compared with the present $160. 


Noting that school grants have 


been tapping the state pocketbook 
harder and harder, Stratton said 
he felt the time has come for 
"careful re-examination" leading 
to a greater local share of school 
costs. 


As usual, the state's largest sin- 


gle general revenue raiser will be 
the sales tax, which Stratton is 
counting on for 400 million dollars 
in the next two years. The estimate 
is lower than the 3951-53 figure, 
but the governor said sales tax in- 
come is expected to level off as a 
result of the present halt in price 
expansion. 


To help balance the books, the 


state also is planning to appropri- 
ate all but $3,837,000 of the $43,650,- 
000 unemcumbered general reve- 
nue surplus. 


"It can readily be seen," Strat- 


ton asserted, "how closely this 
budget was planned, and how nec- 
essary it was to insist on tighter 
administrative practices in order 
to meet the problems of current 
operations while providing addi- 
tional funds for education and 
maintain a modest building pro- 
gram." 


New construction items financed 


from the general revenue include1 
121 
/3 million for a state office build- 


ing in Springfield; $7,510,000 to the 
University of Illinois for a new law 
building, home economics building 
and additional power plant facili- 
ties; 2'^ million for a new library 
building at Southern Illinois uni- 
versity in Carbondale, and $2,666,- 
000 for a science building at West- 
ern Teachers, Macomb. 


A total of $79,316,599 was budget- 


ed for University of Illinois opera- 
tions, up $1,244,559. Southern Illi- 
nois university will receive $9,232,- 
400 and the teachers colleges and 
universities, $17,455,000, both being 
increased amounts. 


As a move to relieve overcrowd- 


ing in the state instiutions, Strat- 
ton said 2,000 patients are to be 
cared for at the Galesburg mental 
hospital. In the past, only a few 
hundred patients have been ac- 
comodated there. 


The governor said his policy on 


the welfare institutions is to "pro- 
vide adequate patient care rather 
than to incur expensive overhead 
costs." 


For troublesome Menard prison, 


scene of two riots by convicts last 
fall, Stratton recommended an in- 
crease of $170,000. He said this 
sum is needed to employ adequate 
doctors and nurses and provide 
medical equipment in the psychi- 
atric division.

Bill Giving States Title to 
Oil Lands Before Congress 


WASHINGTON UB—Legislation to establish the coastal states' title 


to the oil-wealthy submerged lands off their shores was called up for 
house debate today with passage, probably on Wednesday, a virtual 
certainty. 


Proponents of the bill contend *t 


would ratify what had been accept- 
ed for 150 years—state ownership 
of the submerged lands, often mis- 
takenly termed tidelands. 
Oppo- 


nents denounce it as a giant steal 
of perhaps 40 billion dollars. 


The Supreme Court held in 1947 


that the federal government holds 
dominion and power over the lands 
involved in the case of California. 
It did not use the word title. Later 
the court made similar ruling on 
Texas and Louisiana. 


Former President Truman twice 


vetoed legislation to give the states 
title to the submerged lands, and 
shortly before leaving office he de- 
clared them to be a naval petrole- 
um reserve. During the campaign, 
P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower said he 
would have signed the bills Truman 
vetoed—a position he has since re- 
affairmed. 


The Senate plans to start debate 


on its own bill, differing somewhat 
from the House version, on Wed- 
nesday. Republican Leader Taft of 
Ohio has said it may require 10 
days of debate there.

Grant. 


The informal open house will 


start at 1 p.m. on Grant day and 
the replica store will be kept open 
to visitors during the s u m m e r 
months. The restoration was car- 
ried out by the Historic shrines and 
edifices committee of the Galena 
chamber of commerce.

Employers are not permitted to 
withhold anything from workers' 
wages to finance these payroll con- 
tributions, she added. 


"Beside having qualifying wages 


in insured work, a claimant must 
register for work with the Illinois 
State Employment service in the 
office where unemployment insur- 
ance claims are filed. A claimant 
must give details of efforts to 
locate work, and be ready and will- 
ing to accept suitable work." 


Benefits, both the weekly amount 


and the total drawings allowable 
in the new benefit year will be 
determined from the claimant's 
base period (1952 calendar year) 
earnings. 


Weekly benefits range from $10 


to $27. Total collections allowed in 
the benefit year amount to not 
more than 26 times the individual's 
established weekly benefit amount.

Latest Theories

PRINCETON, N. J. (J) — Albert 


Einstein has made changes in his 
theory which aims at explaining 
everything in the universe, and the 
famed scientist believes the re- 
visions will make the theory more 
convincing. 


Einstein's unified field theory 


seeks to explain, in one law, what 
goes on in the universe. But the 
74-year-old Einstein says he can't 
prove it. 
The reason for this is 


that Einstein's new mathematical 
equations can't be s'ml v e d by 
present knowledge in ^thematics 
— not by himself nor anyone else. 
. Einstein's new theory, which he 
worked on for 30 years, was pub- 
lished in 1950. It is an expansion 
of the laws of gravitation to in- 
clude the forces which'form atoms 
and hold them together. 


Sunday, his revised theory was 


published by Princeton University 
Press as appendix II to his "book, 
"The Meaning of Relativity." 
It 


is a complicated mathematical ex- 
tension of his unified theory. Where 
his early theory permitted choice 
of several sets of equations, the 
revised theory offers just one 
particular, set of equations. 
This 


set, Einstein believes, links gravi- 
tation and electromagnetism, the 
forces which form atoms and hold 
them together. 


It is Einstein's aim to express 


everything in fields of forces.
